Subject.— Import of ‘Dates' (S, No. 2Ub)/IV) from Iraq during September, 
1972— March, 1973 licensing period on annual basis—Grant of addi¬ 
tional licences. 

No. 166-ITC(PN) /72.—Attention is invited to Ministry of Foreign Trade Public 
Notice No. 95-ITC(PN)/72, dated 1st July, 1972, announcing the policy for the 
import of dates from Iraq for September, 1972 March, 1973 licensing period, on 
annual basis. 

2. In partial modification of the aforesaid Public Notice, it has been decided to 
restore th E cuts, envisaged in sub-paragraphs (ii), (iii) and (iv) of paragraph 1 
thereof. In other words, licences will now be granted on a unifolm quota of 
100 per cent, for import of dates from Iraq to all the Established importers, hav¬ 
ing past imports of .‘Dates" from that country by Sailing vessels/Steamers etc., 
within the prescUribed basic years, namely 1950-57 to 1969-70. 
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3. gurh Established importers, who are eligible tor grant of additional licences, 
aay submit their applications to the concerned licensing authority, from whom 
hey have obtained main licences in terms of the aforesaid Public Notice, by the 
1th December, 1972. 

4. The additional licences will be granted on the following basis: — 


Quote 


(i) Established importers having past imports of dates 5 per cent. 

from Iraq between Rs. 1,50,001 and Rs. 5 lakhs. 

(ii) Established importers having past imports of dates 20 per cent 

from Iraq between Rs. 5,00,001 and Rs. 15 lakhs. 


(iii) Established importers having past imports of dates 30 per cent, 
from Iraq of over Rs, 15 lakhs. 


Noie. —.It may be noted that in terms of this Public Notice, additional licences 
will be granted just to restore the cuts, The total value of licences granted to 
the eligible established importers both in terms of the earlier Public Nonce 
No, 95-ITC (PN) /72 dated 1st July 1972 and this Public Notice, taken together 
will not exceed their total entitlement i.e. 100 per cent of the r best years past 
imports. The question of issue of minimum value licences as indicated in para¬ 
graph 45 of the I.T.C. Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1972-73 does not arise. 
FuTther the provisions of paragraphs 77(lit and 77(2) of Section I of the Import 
Trade Control Policy Red Book (Vol. I) for April 1972, March, 1973 relating to 
minimum and maximum value of licences will not also apply to the licencei 
issued under this Public Notice. 


5. Applications should be submitted in the prescribed form and manner com¬ 
plete with additional Treasury Receipts, indicating therein the full details ie. 
number, date and value of the mam licences, obtained by the eligible Established 
importers. All incomplete applications are liable to be rejected. 

6. Licences issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid for import oi 
Dates from Iraq, subject to the conditions that not less than 60 per cent of the face 
value of the licence shall have to be utilised for import of “Dates’ from Iraq by 
sailing vessels only and the balance 40 per cent, by steamers etc. 


7. The licences issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid upto the 
3 Iff March,'' 1973, from the date of issue and no further extension in the' validity 
period of the licences will bo granted.
